Could a bird's eye view of the coun- 
try surrounding Edmonton be obtain- 
ed, the verdure to be seen on every 
hand would almost in itself give as- 
surance that no harm has come to the 
crops in this district from scarcity of 
rain in the early part of the growing 
A glimpse of the fresh, green 


season. 
of the flelds of waving grain is all 
that is necessary to know that the 
soll is now supplied with an abund- 


ance of moisture. 

But actual crop conditions are not 
to be judged from an airship or from 
a high tower in a city. To gain some 
positive, first-hand information 
cerning this year's growth of grain 
and crop prospects, a Bulletin repre- 
sentative yesterday travelled the roads 
to the north of Edmonton as far as 
the Sturgeon river. 

No Yellow Fields. 

In this old-settled district where one 
is never out of sight of a big grain 
field, a dav's drive failed to discover 
any grain touched with yellow, or any 
wilted pasturage. Greenness and 
growth were everywhere Barley, 
wheat, oats and rye raised their heads 
in defiance of drought in hundred acre 
fields on every side. 

Alberta Red Shoulder High, 

Just eight miles from Edmonton on 
the right hand side of the Fort Sas- 
katchewan trail, is as fine a field of 
“Alberta Red" as one would wish to 
see, The grain stands shoulder high, 
fully headed out. It bends before the 
wind in deep waves and the sight of 
its hundred acres and the sound of 
its rustling proclaim to the passer-by 
the triumph of winter wheat in Al- 
berta. This fleld of wheat is worth 
going out to see, It is on the farm 
of A. Allan, one mile this side of the 
Half-Way house. Further back from 
the road are other fields of winter 
wheat equally fine. The grain stands 
nearly sixty inches high on the farm 
of Henry Beaufort, who has about 
thirty acres of winter wheat. 

Oats Heading Out, 

On the Fort trail ten miles from 
Jasper avenue, H. Vzene, whose place 
is known by the handsome brick res- 
idence which stands out by the road, 
has over two hundred acres in crop 
with oats and barley. The oats stand 
over two feet high and is heading out 
well. Mr. Vzene has been seventeen 
years on his present farm, section 18, 
township 64, range 24, and now farms 
three quarter sections. His oat crop 
last year averaged about seventy-five 
bushels to the acre. Mr, Vzene is con- 
fident that the yield this year from. 
his field will be from present indica- 
tions, quite as good, and perhaps a 
little better. 

Better Than Last Year. 

“The grain is looking far better this 
year thas at the same time last year 
and is very much farther ahead,” said 
Mr. Vzene to the Bulletin. “No grain 
that I know of has suffered from the 
lack of rain, The ground is now very 
wet and we will get a good crop even 
if it rains no more, Winter wheat has 
been a great success this year. Every 
one will be sowing it next Crops here- 
abouts promise thirty-five bushels to 
the acre You have seen Mr. Allans 


field?” 
Near Mr. Vzenes farm is that of 
Gilbert Charbonneau. Mr. Charbon- 


neau has two hundred acres of oats 
on summer fallow now heading out 
at a good height. His fields promise 
ninety bushels to the acre, at a con- 
servative estimate. 

On the farm of Wm. Clark, near 
the river, just east of the Fort trail 
and about twelve miles from Edmon- 
ton, there is a field of fall wheat 
standing four feet high and promising 
a heavy yield, 

Alfalfa and Timothy. 

A fifty acre field of alfalfa on the 
Siebert farm, nearby, yielded three 
tons to the acre last year and prom- 
ises as well again, 

Since the rains of last 
farmers have been surprised 
wonderful growth of timothy 
hung back during the dry weather. 
It now looks very well though not 
growing quite as thickly as it might. 

Spring wheat is flourishing on the 
farm of Charles Paradis, three mi:s 
beyond the Half-Way house. ir. 
Paradis and two sons have nearly ho lf 
@ thousand acres of grain of all hinds 
in crop, Oats sown on summer fallow 
stand thirty-six inches high.

a quarter of an hour longer than the 
scheduled time in the opposite direc- 
tion, 

The large number of pashengers 
who had the privilege of making the 
first run of the daily service to Ld- 
monton over the new line were en- 
thusiastic about the trip. Words were 
inadequate to express their appre- 
ciation of the service which, despite 
the fact that it was in its inaugural 
Stages, was superb in every detail. 

“Edmonton is coming to her own.” 
This was the thought in the minds of 
the two thousand people who crowded 
around the Union station as the mug- 
nificent standard train, known «s 
Edmonton express, No. 1, pulled up

The trains will 
be in charge of representatives of 
the passenger department, separate 
from the conductors, who will thus 
be free to attend strictly to orders. 
These agents will be able to give the 
passengers more attention and infor- 
mation than the conductors usually 
have time to do.

SOME DAIRY FARMS 
IN BAD CONDITION 


Medical Health Officer and Dairy In- 
spector Make a Tour of Inspec- 
tion, 


“There must be a marked improve- 
ment in the manner in which most of 
the dairy farms in and around the 
city are conducted,” said Dr. White- 
law, city health inspector, to the Bul- 
letin this morning. 

“Dairy Inspector Logan and myself 
made an initial tour of the dairy 
farms in the suburbs and vicinity of 
the city yesterday We visited twelve 
of them and the conditions of some 
were frightful to say the least. 

Filthy Conditions, 


“The worst case we saw was in the 
north end of the city Manure was 
lying in heaps ail over the stable and 
the cows were simply covered with 
it while the odor in the stable was 
enough to contaminate pure milk in 
five minutes. in the milk house a 


dirty-looking fellow was slopping out 
greasy !ooking milk cans, the sight of 
which would be enough to turn any 
man's stomach He literally had to 
wade through manure to get into the 


stabie and mi'k house Imagine, if 
you can, this filthy condition of milk 
which would be obtained in such 
quarters. It is no wonder that our 
children suffer from summer com- 
plaint when fed with such milk.” 
“Another very bad place was en- 


countered near Strathcona, the owner 
sceming blissfully ignorant of the un- 
sanitary and dirty condition of his 
tumble-down stable and filthy milk- 
house. He showed us, with evident 
pride, into his stable, the stench from 
which was almost unendurable. When 
told that a marked improvement must 
be made he mumbied “Me no under- 
stand English.” 
One of Another Kind, 


“Of cOurse you must not infer,’ 
added Dr, Whitelaw, “that all the 
dairies are in that condition, These 
are only the worst cases We en- 
countered some first Class dairies, 
notably that of J A. Dunnan, of 
Strathcona. Mr, Dunnan has about 
eight cows and possesses a fine sani- 
tary stable with a concrete floor and 
electric lights In fact, his whole 


outfit is about as up-to-date and sani 
tary as any I have seen

“In summing up the situation I 
would say some of the dairies are

Victoria, B.C., July 4.—Rxtensive 
Prospecting of the Portiand Canal 
district, largely by expert miners, sal- 
fried or grub staked by Mr. D. D. 
Mann and his associates, confirms the 
conclusion that this new British Col- 
umbia mining district and its timber 
land at the headwaters of the Sal- 
mon River, just across the American 
Strip, and again in Canadian terri- 
tory, will prove the greatest perman- 
ent mining camp in Canada, if not 
of all America Confirmation regard- 
ed here as indisputable, of the great 
strike at the very doors of Stewart 
City, has just been brought south by 
minting experts, 

Their stories of the sensational 
richness and extent of the discovery 
and of the stampedes from SteWart 
and Prince Rupert, which followed 
its first news, supported by an extra 
issue of the Portland Canal Miner, 
were quickly circulated here, and in 
Vancouver, As a result a rush north- 
ward to British Columbia's latest El- 
dorado is anticipated.
